EP 0285 474 "Skin Equivalent" was identified by the European Patent Examining Authority as 
an "X" reference with respect to claims 1 and 2 in PCT publication no. WO 94/18945. An English 
language translation of those portions which are relevant to the patentability of the claimed invention 
was submitted to the USPTO in the priority application Serial No. 09/359,920, filed July 22, 1999. 
Also submitted was Australian patent publication AU-A-13742 (in English) which corresponds to EP 
0285 474. 

EP 0511 116 "Antigens Recognized by Antibodies Found in Patient with Rheumatoid Arthritis, 
their Preparations and their Applications," was identified by the European Patent Examining Authority 
as an "X" reference with respect to PCT claims 26-30 in PCT publication no. WO 94/18945.
